The nare Pence was originally Bentz, (relating to the Ancient Germans) 
Bentz, 3ence, Pentz, and Fonts, these families were supposed to have 
lived in the Falatinate on the Rhine River near Bavéria, Rothenburg 
Germany. 


From Hjatory of early Fences bv Dr. John Brenner, former Fresident of 
Leland-Stanford University and relative of Pences, as follows: 

"The Pences oririnated “ron Switzerland, and about the veer 1000 A.D. 
they moved into what is now Germany, from Germany to Holland and 
Holland to Pennevlvania arriving in Pennsylvania soretire prior to 
the Revolutionary War. and from Pennsylvania they moved southward 
throuzh the Shenandoeh Valley in Virginia, and thence into Ohio and 
PELInoOL es : 


About 1790 John Tipton, sheriff of Shenandoah County, Vireinia, with 
six-hundred thousand inhabitants from Shenandoah ard Other sectionrg 
moved throuzh Virginia into eastern Tennessee, where he established 

a emall empire. A part of hia followers moved weatward into Kentacky, 
thence northward to Chio and on Westward to Tllinois and Indiana, 
Many Fences were amonz this number." 


Kingsley Pence in hia history of early Pences states: "Ag near es cen 
be ascertained the first Pence in Arerica wag one Adem I'entz’ in 1490, 

a Gorman soldier,was discharrved “rom the British Army in New York City, 
and remained in New York thereefter., His descendants are 3+i1] living 
in New York. In the early part of the stventeenth century, many Germens 
and other protestants omigreted to the English Colonies of Averica; 
through the influence of Queen Anny; a large number of Sermrags came ‘to 
New York and later went to Pennsylvania. Among these were many by the 
nare of Bentz and Pentz."

John ‘Pence irarried (SElizabeth Heeton 1826, and in 1827 they moved to 
Tllinois. At this time the country was very new and he had to crogs both 
Indiana and liiinois to the Miesissippi River before he found the site 
that appealed to him, then inhabited by Indians and with but a few white 
-people, John settled in Rock Island County, Illinois, where several Indian 
wicwams wore vacant. He selected tne best, and the femilvy roved in; in 
the pprine the Indians cambe back, end they discovered ther had been living 
in the house of the femcusIndian chief, “Black Hawk" In 1£28 John moved 
to a point on the Hendereon River, three miles northwest of the present 
town of Oquaka. Children of John and Elizabeth (Haston) Pence; -Andrew J. 
born 1€2&, died 1£55. John Adazy born August 12, 1839, died March 8, 1912.

Pencea Hill, from History of Shenandoah County, Va., by Dr. John Waylend, ‘ay 
Historian and writer of Pence History. "Pences Hill” rises gradually towerd 
the northeast a half mile or go from Red Banks, in Shenendosh County, 
Virginia. On the eumnit of Pences Hill the Pences for many yeers hag a 
blackemith shop and e warzon stand, here was the home of Jacob Pence, black 
smith, who diced in 1881, and who was perhaps the last person buried in the 
old graveyard st Bethel down at the foot of the hill eastward on the bank 
of the river. The Downey House which stands on the sumrit of Pences Hill 
near the site of Jacob Ponce's home was Constructed at least in part, it is 
said, of the timbers obtained from the old church et Bethel. It ig also said 
that some of ths old church timbers were used in hiildine the Methodist 
Pargonage in Mount Jackson. Not far from the Downsy House on PencesHill is 
the old Humston Plece, for many vears the retdencea of Dr. XN, Q. Humston; the 
dwelling house with other ferm structures stands on the wes side of the Pike. 
Two miles above Edinburg the trevellor along the valley pike mounts gradually 
to the crest of Pences Hill, and here on @ clear dav he mav see the entire 
length of the Massanutten Range, fifty miles from Signel Mountain, opposite 

» Straweburyz to Peaeked Mountain, eas the promitory opposite Harrisburg is called. 
The Saddle-beck Hill five miles to the west was called Buck Hill, named 
6vidently in the days when deer hunting wes always in season. Deer Head, 
another big hill towards the Allershanies, is almoat out o° sieht behind Buek 
Hill. Sevon Mile Mountain is now Close alonzside on the east at the southwest 
limit of Pences Hill, beside the river 4s Rad Benl-s douse, which has been 
familiar to travellers for more then a century.

It was said by 
Henry Ponce (born 181%, eldest sen of George C. Pence) that William Pence 
married in Ohio; his wifo'senams was Eva. ‘hey lived tn Ohio and were the 
parents of triplets; the three babies died st birth, end the mother diced 
two weeks later. After the death of his frpily, Williem engaged in boating 
on the Ohio River. Note: Family records were not kept jn court records in 
Ohio prior to 1867, and I was unable to find data for this Williem Pence 
family. 


William “enry Pence (born 1841, son of Abraham Pence end grendson of George

The snow vae nine inchea deep 
where ne found the rence family who hed thetr tent upend habitation established 
(The above from Whitley County, Indiene, History.) 


Note: George C, Pence built his firat cabin on the benk of Blue River in 
Smith Township about one-fifty of a mile north of where the Joseph J. Perce 
brick house now stands. in 19%6‘Yehem Miles ia owner of the land where Goorga 
O. Pence built hie firet cabin in 1836, 


Memoirs of Joseph J. Pensa, Zon of George C. Pence, copied from Whitley County, 
Indiana History publikhed 4n 1907. In the early dsys during tho winter, the 
Ponce family cooked by a fire place.in the cabin built of sticks and cliy 
morter, end in summer they cooked on w fire built side of a log out doors. 
They had « tub made by a neighbor out of ecak etevas end bound by hickory home, 
but a weshboard was not to be had until the son John split ot a piace ofclab, 
end with his knife made irrepuler grooves in it. Joseph often helped hie 
mother with the washing; an® would wesh the germents with her hend: ‘n the tub, 
and Joeeph would pound them with e flet peddle edrewuys neerly spoiling « 
garment, then his mother used the paddle on Jow. The clothes line was basswood 
bark from basewood poles; end if clothes pins were used at all, they were 
thorns with which the olothes were pinned to the pole or line. Clothss vers 
made by hand at home from fiber to finish, end the seraps of entirely worn out 
beots or ehoes were cut into dbuttons. Thoy had coffee or rye on Suuday worning, 
and sugar from the mepls trees. Sunday worning they took « bath with osft woaDp 
ond water; then ettired in their best and cleanest, they started for Sunday 
School, and frequently, aa Joe would tell it, with the motherly admonition, 
"Do not get your feet dirty." The first potatoes that come into possearion of 
George Pence wsére procured at Beach Oehpel, in Thorncreek Township which he 
snd hie sons, Henry and Abraham, cerried hore on their backs a diatance of six 
milea. Henry Penos, son of George 0., and Richard Baughman as traveling 
companions made a trip to Elkhart to procure corn real and other necassarios 
of fifo. All went well with them until they returned es far as the Indian 
Camp on seotion No. 7 near where the old bridge was, here their wagon breke throuch 
the ice, and they wore compelled to stay overnizht with the Indians. Jlext 
morning with the eseietance of the Indians they sot their wagon across the river 
end procended on their way home rejoicing. The year after Pence came to Indians 
he hed several hoya; at this time the Indiens greatly annoyed the early settlers 
by killing their hoge, tney killed meny for Pence end one dev he hoard the 
barking of doga and the sguealing of hogs. Pence hastily took his jun and 

. two of hto sons end started in the direction of the noise; when they reached 
the spot a short distance from the houee, he found an Indian in the act of 
drawing one of his hogo which ho had killed upon his pony. Penes fired at the 
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Indian, but missed him, the Indian gave a loud whoop and leavine the hog he 
grailoped away os fast sea his pony could carry him. ‘Ponce regain loaded his 

gun and killed both of tne Indien's dogs which were still after the hogs. 
Pence then followed the Indian nearly to the Indian villege where was later 
the Silas 3rigges farm, and then gave up the chese. It is possible that it 

was fortunate for Pence and all white settlers in the vicinity that higsim 

wes no better for as the Indians were at thet time more numerous than the 
whites, it je probebly thet had he killed the Indian, there would have been a 
zenera) massacre o? the whites in retalistion. A few months after Pence came 
to ¥hitley County, an Uncle of Jerry Hartsock came to the Pence hut in search 
of flour, he hed hunted for two days without succeas, Pence had but oighteen 
pounds and could spare none, he wont away with a heavy heart, but Pence called 
him back and divided his Slour with him. One day George Pence end his son 
‘Joo were dropping corn, another on and two daughters were covering it, they 
sent Joe home for water and the sisters wanted something good to eat, mother 
had nothing for them but » piece of dry corn brasd about four inches squere, 
the girls were not pleaged and one of them said "I have three articles of food 
upper crust, lower crust, and crumbs.” At this time corn was one dollar a 
bushel at Elkhart Prairie, and food scarce at Fort Wayne; ~George Pence at one 
time drove to Michigan Oity for supplies. The eboverretch by Joseph J. Penco, 


~George C. Fence was one of the grand jurors summoned to serve in the first term 


of court in Whitley County, September 4, 1838, and his neme eppeers as a petit 
juror April 9, 1839. In 1840 Goorvge O. Pence and Jacob Sine were overseers for 
the poor of hhitley County. In 1841 George Pence was one of the jurymen for 
the first imoortant criminal cease in Whitley County, that of Alexander Smith 


‘for forcrery, who was sentenced to state prison for two years. The third 


echool house in Smith Township wae built in 1048 on the George Pence farm on 
the benks of Blue River, nesr where the Joseoch J.Pence brick house now stands. 
The first teacher there was either Herrison Crabill or James Davia. 


In 1852-4 religious eavivan’ were in progress end comp meetings were held in 
"God's Firet Temp’es" north of whet was later the David W. Nickey Homestead 

in Smith Township. These meetings wers often the scenes of affrays end disorder. 
~Luther Nott and Christopher Leng got into # mix up end Long cut Ott with hia 
knife. * Abreham Pence (son of George) octed as peacemaker and bound up the 

wound for Nott. 


George C, Pence gave one-helf ecre of his land on the benks of Blue River for 
a cemetery. His eldest daughter, Eliza, married James H. Rousseau, snd their 
infent son was the first burial there. The cemetery was named for Eliza's 
child “The Rousseau Graveyard.” About thirty persone sre buried there, the 
last person buried their was*Benjamin Harter in 1°87. From Whitley County, 
Indiana Histories,Published 188%~-1907. 


Note: The first burial in the Rousseeu graveyerd on the George C. Ponce 
Homesternd was George Weshington Rousogau, infant son of James Y. and Eliza

There was an Indian Fort on the land of Christopher Windle on "Tom's Broolc® 
where all tne neighbors aeserbled in times ef Indian reidsa for protection from 
their depredations, this was called “Windle's Fort". ~Philip Windle, son of 
Christopher, wae e captain in the Revolutionary War. Augustine Windle, son 

of Augustine Sr., married Margaret Bushong 1781; Margaret born 1760. Those 
people moved to Harrison County, Indiana. Walentine Windle located on the 
Potomee River near "Little North Mountain” in Pendleton County, West Virginia, 
a few miles from Chrietopher, brother, on "Tom's Brook®. Newes of four of 

hie children are given, Daniel and Peter, both born in Germany, Marv and 
Barbara Windle.

I further ordain that the othor half of my 
real estate together with the residure of my personal scenes be eaually 
divided between-Henry Pence, Eliza Rousscau, Abraham Pence, “John Pence, Absalom 
Pence, Willis Pence heirs to receive their father's share, Joseoh Fence to 
receive fifty-two dollars less than an equal share, peatnarine Zorger, and 
-Eligabeth Van Houten all my cnildren by « former wifes to receive an eouael share 
witn the exception of Joseph who hes already received fifty-two dollars. And 
I hereby appoint Jemes H. Rousseau, and Caroline Pence Executors of this will.

= “Henry Pence, son of George C. and Sarah (Windle) Pence, born Fayette County, 
Ohb Janeury 13, 1814. He came to Indiana in 183% remaining during the sunmer, 
tnen went back to Ghio and in 1836 he come to Indiena asain with his father and 
family. They settled on tne banks of Blue River in Smith Township, Whitley 
County and for one vear Henry worked for his fether, wno rewarded him for his 
services by giving him one hundred acree of land. Henry prospered ard edded 
to his farm until he was owner of two hundred and fifty acres of valuable 
land. Henry Pence wos tne firat assessor in Whitley County, not so pleasant 
a task in early days; peoole lived in settlenonts and he was obliged to carry 
a compass to travel from one to another. There were many indians in those 
days and meny times did Henry Pence sleep with them. He first assessed Rich- 
land Township in 1@3€. In early days the young men whe contempled entering 
the state of matrimony had manv difficulties to face, but Henry Pence convinced 
himself that marriage was not a failure and reselved to try it. He walked to 
Huntington, Indiana to procure a license. Henry, no doubt, had net heard of 
the leundried shirt, the ready-mede suit, the tnoreughbred horse or the rubber 
tired buzey, his homespun and his teme-made suit was zood enouch for him to 
stand up before the minister and declare his intentiens on December 40, 1838 
he merried Equilla Gradless. It wae the first marriage in Thorncreek Tewnship 
and the fourth in Whitley County. (The above sketch from Whitley County, 
Indiana Histories. )

Ther settled in Flenssnt Townshss, their Fost Cffice 
at toint Plensant in Tioton Townshio; here there were stores, 2 bleekarith shoo, 
hotel, restusrant, ond a schcol house. One children o° these seovle attended 
school nere “or two yeara, when these ferilies helped erect » senozol house on 
Goose Creek, so ner.es fron Blize. Roussenials Large floc! of wreese. The Vohn Vin 
Houten family nbout this tire returned to Indiana. Cn this little streem of 
Goose Creek was locet da smell zrist mill, elao © sew mill owned by Theodore 

Bennett; so it wee hendy to replenisn tne ~eal seck es well -# +e flour 
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barrel. This country was timbered along the streams, the rost wes prairie and 
it was not noceesary to grub out the stumps and roots. Each family carly built 
log hoses and shelters for their live stock. Much wild fruit and many different 
kinds of mt trees grow along the streams. The settlers had a Sunday School 
and Church at Point Pleasant; and in 1859 a Presbyterian Church was organized. 
~James H. and-Eliza Rousseau were merbers here and James was an Elder inthe 
cnurch. In September 1834, this church celebrated ite seventy-fifth anniversary. 
In 1859 many sottlers hed come to the west, of them in Tipton Township, along 
Tipton Oreek; among them was Rev. Thomas Hunter of Tennessee who organized a 
methodist Shuren and laid out a Cemetery. As Jemes and Eliza Rousseau prospered, 
t+ney, in timo, built a substantial frame house large enough for the family needs. 
Thin house had a foundation of consoléentious living tempered with kindness, 
the four corner stonss wore honesty, truthfulness, Morality, and sobriety, which 
were 61] exomplified in the daily life going on within ite walls. My mother, 
~Seran C. and-Elizabcth were now mich holp to their mother and during school 
vacations spun yarn for hose, also for weaving linsGy-woolsey and jeane for the 
men's evory day clothing. For best wear my grandfather, James, had a suit of 
black broadcloth, and Eliza, grendmother, a black silk dress. Much pleasant 
enterteinnent went on in +his home; there was plenty of zood food, also good 
warm bedding. Grandfather was a good fermer, stock breeder and horticulturist; 
my grandrother, Eliza, a woman of remarkable common sense, coupled with good 
business acumen, wes a wonderful cook and a fine housekesper. Each daughter 
received for her "setting out" or merriage portion a complete outfit of good 
bedding, quilts, hand-woven blankets, pillowe, feather bed and beautifully 
desipned coverlets, and ench received a sum of money. In or near thie tine, 
“George C. Pence came from Indiana. His wife,’ Sarah (Windle) Pence had died; hs 
visited hers, bought land and lator married‘Mrs. Danger. Ho built 4 comfortable 
cottege end lived here until his death, Juno 15, 1866. He lies buried in Rough 
Woods Cemetory, five miles west of Eldora in Hardin Gounty, Iowa. I have often 
visited his grave. Grandrather, James H. Rousseau, decided to build a barn 
after the house was erected; timbers were gotten from the woods and dréased down 
by hand for a commodious barn. This wes erected during the war end @ ereat crowd 
of neighbors came for the barn reising. A fine barbecue dinner was prepared by 
my grandmother, Eliza, ably assigsed by the neighbor's wives.
